Though last Monday was a stormy 
day—the first storm of the season, 
anda grand one, too—the meeting of 
the Club was about up to the usual 
number. Rev. Dr. Joseph B. Clark, 
Secretary Of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society, was present and deliv- 
ered the address of the hour. 

Two and a half weeks ago he left North 
Dakota, where he had attended the an- 
nual meeting of their General Association. 
He came by the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road to Puget Sound, and so down by 
rail, via Portland, to this city. He spent 
only three days in California, leaving so 
soon in Order to reach the meeting of 
the General Association of Colorado to- 
morrow. 

Dr. Clark said he hardly knew how to 
address a Western audience. At the 
East he should talk about the West, and 
he would interest his hearers by so doing. 
He could not talk to us about the size of 
our country, but at the East he would be- 
gin with a lesson in geography. Many 
Eastern people don’t begin to realize the 
yast extent of the great West. A short 
time ago, speaking with a map before a 
Massachusetts audience, he asked for 
a. comparison in size of that State with 
Texas. One replied that it was five 
times larger, and another that it was fif- 
teen. But when he told them that Texas 
was thirty-five times larger than Mas- 
sachusetts, they were greatly surprised. 

So Eastern people are impressed by. 
geographical statements. Washington Is 
another New England, so is Oregon; 
Colorado is Old and New England com- 
bined. A man in Dakota was so op- 
pressed by the vast distances around him 

that he put a dry-goods box half a mile 
away on the prairie to give him some 
idea of space and limitation. | 

He could not take the time of the 
Club to tell us of the importance of plant- 
ing churches and Sabbath-schools. It 
takes argument at the East, where one 
church spire is in sight of another, to 
show that money used in the planting of 
these Western churches is not wasted. 
It is hard to make Eastern people be- 
lieve that there are thirteen hundred 
communities between the Mississippi 
river and the Pacific ocean where 
there are no churches or Sabbath-schools. 
The American Home Missionary Society 
has planted four thousand churches—yes, 
forty-five hundred, to make the four 
thousand—because the Congregational 
lamb was swallowed up by the Presbyte- 
rian lion. “I am through with that busi- 
ness. If we are anything we are Con- 
gregationalists. 1 am a Congregationalist 
for reasons. Congregationalism is nearest 
that Book” (pointing to the Bible). 
Congréegationalism is nearest our form of 
Government. Thomas Jefferson made a 
study of the Congregational Church 
polity. We are not to draw back from 
giving the best benefits of that polity to 
the nation. Our polity fits the West 
better than any other polity. 

Some time ago our Superintendent, liv- 
ing at Denver, went to a little place in 
Wyoming where he found five hundred 
people. He secured the school-house for 
a Sabbath service. On Saturday he visited 
among the people, and found a few Pres- 
byterians, two Baptists, two Methodist 
families, one Catholic, a Campbellite, a 
New Haven infidel of the Ingersoll stripe, 
a “Foot-washer” so called, and one 
Congregationalist woman with eleven 
children. On Sabbath he had fifty peo- 
ple out, and organized a Sabbath-school, 
with the Catholic for Superintendent; he 
sent East for a minister, and a man by 
the name of Rock was sent (a good name); 
he found a revival under way. The 
question of church organization came. 
up, and they decided to organize a New 
Testament church, and they found that 
was a Congregational church, .Such.in-. 
stances have been multiplied many times. 
You can organize’ a Congregational 
church of nothing. Once he 
stopped in South Dakota at a place 
which theysaid~numbered gjooo (take 
off 2,000 for a fair Shrinkage). All the 
churches were in one corner of the town. 
There were sittings in them all for 2,000. 
There was room here for a Congrega- 
tional Church. But the Methodists, 
Baptists and Presbyterians said, “You 
can’t organize a church, for there are no 
Congregationalists here.” ‘‘That, makes 
no difference. All we want is men and 
women with souls, who want to be saved.” 
We built a house, but not in the corner 
where all the rest werelocated,: Go to- 
day and see that church where there 
were no Congregationalists. We are 
Congregationalists, and: we have some- 
to doand the’best tools to do it 
With. | fio 

fam not here to ask you for funds for 
Our Society, You are now doing your 
full part of what is done. It makes my 
blood boil to hear some statements made 
at the East, even by ministers in» Mas- 
Sachusetts, Not long since a “minister 


Said to me, “Isn’t the West growing, and 
isn't it right that the people out there 
Should do for themselves, support their 
Own churches ?” My brother, do you know 
Ow much Western Congregationalists 


are'doing? How much does Massachu- 
setts give to the Society? $1.09 “per 
member; but California gives $1.12, 
Minnesota $1.09, Michigan gocents, Ore- 
gon $1, Florida $1. The whole of New 
England gives only 90 cents per member. 
I have no reproaches for New England. 
I love her. What should we do without 
her gifts! But I am reminded of the 
old conundrum: ‘‘Why do white sheep 
sheer more wool than black sheep? 
Because there are more of them.” There 
are 1,600 Congregational churches in 
New England. If they had done as 
well as the Western churches last year, 
we should have had the $30,000 in our 
treasury which we had to borrow and 
pay $4,000 interest money. 

Let me say a word about our gifts. 
If you could sit at the seat of our So- 
cieties’ administration you would become 
Optimists. You would say there are 
more good people in the world than you 
thought. One hundred and fifty letters 
come to us of a morning, some from 
foreign lands; one-half of them have 
money; they are from all sorts of people 
—young and old, from infants sometimes. 
It is as good as a prayer-meeting all the 
time. 

A man came in the office three years 
ago—a New York Presbyterian. He 
said he was at Saratoga for his health 
and attended our annual meeting, that he 
was too old to go out as a missionary, but 
he would like to send one, and asked the 
expense. He was told that $500 would 
send one. He said he would send seven, 
and every year since he has paid $3,500 
into our treasury to send out these good 
men. He is a Presbyterian. I wish 
there were more such Presbyterians. 
One holiday I was at the office alone 
when a lady with her daughter came in. 
I was struck with the contrast between 
her face and her dress—her face shone, 
her dress was shabby, she wore no 
jewelry. She said she had been reading 
about our trouble for funds to support 
our home missionaries, that she was sup- 
porting a colored orphan asylum of 125 
orphans in a Southern city, but she want- 
ed tohelp us in our trouble. Onethousand 
two hundred and seventy-five dollars 
had just come to her in the settlement of 
her husband’s estate, and she wanted to 
donate that amount. . I found that she 
was a widow and had nothing, and lI 
told her I would not take the money; it 
would be robbery. ‘You wear no 
jewelry?” “No, I cannot while there 
are such calls for the Lord’s work.” I 
told her I would lay by the money and 
not use it until after hearing from her 
when she reached her destination at the 
asylum. I soon got a letter saying the 
money must be used for the home mis- 
sionaries. I took that money and cut it up 
in small sums of $20, $30, $50, and 
patched it on to amounts for missionaries, 
where we had been forced to cut down 
appropriations, and I asked each one 
receiving to write that lady, and some of 
these amounts came to California. She 
came in again and said that had been 
one of the happiest years of her life, and 
she had had another settlement of the 
estate, and had come in to give $1,000 
more. I accepted it only on condition 
that if she needed it she should have it 
back. ‘*How will you provide for your 
daughter if you give all to the Lord?” 
Not long after she and her daughter were 
attending a crowded meeting in Boston. 
A lady came in and her daughter gave 
up her seat. So they became acquaint- 
ed. °The lady inquired about her 
daughter. 
educate her, and she is now fitting for 
Wellesley... I.told the’story of this woman 
in a Brooklyn church. A lady met me, 
and said: ‘Do you know what I think 
of that woman? She isa fool.” Soon 
after in the meeting Dr. Meredith gave 
out the hymn:

Mr. Lincoln this was one of the most 
solemn days Of his life. Assured of his 
personal success, and devoutly confident 
that the day of peace and the re-estab- 
lishment of the Union was not far off, 
he felt no elation and no sense of tri- 
umph over his opponents. His mind 


seemed filled with mingled feelings of 


deep and humble gratitude to the vast 
majority of his fellow-citizens who were 
this day testifying to him their heart-felt 
confidence and affection, and of a keen 
and somewhat surprised regret that he 
should be an object in so many quarters 


of so bitter and vindictive an opposition. 


He said to one of his secretaries: ‘It is 
singular that I; who am not a vindictive 
man, should always, except once, have 
been before the people for election in 
canvasses marked for their bitterness. 
When I came to Congress it was a quiet 
time ; but always, except that, the con- 
tests in which I have been prominent 
have been marked with great rancor.’

They admit- 
ted to him that they read very few books 
and newspapers, and yet they talked 
clearly and forcibly, and their talk was 
full of wisdom and striking originality. 
Upon investigation the stranger noted 
the fact that the average Cherokee spent 
much of his time in meditation, and an 
eminent educator at Tahlequah inform- 
ed him that his daily habit of silent 
thought. did as much for intellectual im- 
provement as our study of books. All 
of this is doubtless very surprising and 
unaccountable to a Boston man who 
ruined his eyes over books before he 
turned out his. whiskers, but there is 
nothing wonderful in it. .Systematic, 
logical thinking, dealing with human na- 


‘ture and the facts of common life broad- 
ens a man’s mental horizon, makes him 


wise, and enables him very often to hold 
his Oowh with men who have tried to 
make book knowledge supply the place 
of thought. The Cherokees have done 


‘well in holding on to their natural system

‘How He Made His Fortune,” is a 


well written and very instructive book, 
suited to young and old; not a sensation- 
al story as the title would indicate, but 
founded on fact. It will give the reader 
far more pleasure than were it only a 
ale The boy, Sandy, began 
life in the right way—good to his mother, 
upright and honest in all his dealings, 
Though .a poor lad, he became a rich, 


and, what is better, a respected man. A

The incidents of this story transpired 
during the existence of this organization, 
and most of the characters are taken 
from life. The author has endeavored 
to show how much can be accomplished 
toward the solution of the social prob- 
lems of the day, and averting the dan- 
gers that threaten our beloved Republic.” 

“A Titled Maiden” is the story of a 
young girl with a noble but undeveloped 
character, who, under kindly direction 
and encouragement, grows into a strong 
and helpful Christian. She studies med- 
icine and becomes a physician, and 
through it all is so gentle, womanly and 
Christlike, that her influence tells for 
much with all with whom she is brought 
in contact. Life on a farm, students’ 
life in a college town, the busy life of a 
country physician, are all admirably por- 
trayed, and, with the many incidents 


of the plot, grave and gay, thrilling and 


pathetic, make a book of peculiar in- 
terest. 

‘The Hermit of Livyry’’ is a stirring 
French tale of great power, dealing with 
the times when men first began to break 
away from the Church of Rome. The 
basis of the story is historical, and the 
period is treated with fidelity and good 


judgment, making the book instructive 


as well as interesting. It tells of a young 
monk who is led to see the errors of the 
church to which he has honestly and en- 
thusiastically consecrated his life. His 
experiences are thrilling in the extreme. 
The plot is skillfully developed, the char- 
acters are well drawn, and the interest 
of the reader is held from the beginning 
to the end. Incidentally the steps by 
which a noble Christian character is de- 
veloped into sturdy independence are 
clearly portrayed, and this, perhaps, is 
the most valuable and helpful character- 
istic of the book. 

“A Knot of Blue” is the story of a group 
of boys at a boys’ school, what they did 
there and what they became in later years, 
the help their young teacher gave them, 
and how they learned to “look up and 
not down, to look out and not in, to 
look forward and not back, and to lend 
ahand.” The school is in one of the 
Eastern States, but several of the boys 
go West, and their free life upon a cattle 


ranch is vividly depicted. The boys are : 
real boys, with boy faults, which they 


meet and overcome in boy fashion. The 


book does not preach, but every boy, 
and every girl as well, in the reading of 
it, will learn how better to resist the 
temptations peculiar to boy and girl life. 


‘My Lady Nell” is a little lady in her 


teens, of the olden time, wearing stiff 
frills and satin dresses hanging in heavy 
folds, with a heart as proud as her title 


and costume indicate, yet, withal, so lov- 
able and interesting that she makes a 
host of friends in spite of her faults. 
She learns by some bitter experiences to 
be humble and Christlike. The scene 
is laid in England in the time of John 
Rogers, the martyr, and the atmosphere 
of the story fits well the period. There 
is a quaint flavor of antiquity which is 
admirably sustained throughout. Lady 
Nell and her friends are sturdy cham- 
pions of the truth, and they struggle and 


grow strong in the midst of persecution.
